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SUBSECT Commmism as Related to the Spanish Problem 


Svein and the USSR 


i. Soviet intelligence agents in Frence have become increasingly aware of 
the paucity of effectives on which the Spanish Commmist Party could 
mounts if a new civil war broke out in Spain. Various Spanish republicans 
from the Eyreness frontier zone have observed that the Spanish Commmist 
guerrilles employed provisionally as woodcutters in that area are not 
only weak numerically, but are lackingin erthusissm for thelr cause. 
Moscow mast, therefore, wait for the time when tho Spanish Commmist Party 
cen muster effective political etrength. For the moment, the Spanish 
proletariat belong to the two great trade-union organizations: the CNT, 
of anarohist tendencies, and the UGT, of Socialist tendencies. While the 
letter organization includes Conmun iat elements, it is predominantly 
socialist. 


2, The forsipn policy makers of the USSR hope that the Anglo-Saxon powers 
will lose prestige in the eyes of the Spaniarde because of their hesl- 
tant and uncertain policy with regard to Spain, and further, that the 
Speniards, disillusioned by the governments of Washington and London, 
will swell the ranks of the Spanish Commmist Party, not because they 

hold Communist convictions but merely in the hope of finding soms remedy 
Zor the Spanish situation. 


The Communist Line 


3, The Communists and Communist sympathizers are disposed to carry out acts 
of viclence in Spain, although they are under no illusions as to the re- 
gulte of such actions. They believe that strike movements, explosions 
and sabotage will confirm the existence of active Commmist elements in 
Spain, Certain persons who have escaped from Spain assert that the Comnu~ - 
nists have teken the initiative in collecting funds to aid imprisoned 
political jeaders. They write the names of the contributors beside the 
amounts received, then if the collectors should happen to be caught by 
the Pranco police, the latter believe that the erent listed are mili- 
tent Commmiata. 


Relations of Moscow with the French and Spanish Communist Perties 


4, As the Comintern does not exist officially, the relations now established 
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between Moscow end the Frenoh and Spanish Communist Parties are carried 
on in France through auch intermediaries ast General Ljube Illich, former 
Volunteer in the International Brigade, who at present heads a mission in 
South America,and the Press Attache of the Czechoslovakian Lecation, Otto 
Katz, algo a former volunteer in the International Brigade and a friend 
of Marshal Tito. Sometimes, on special occasions, relations are es- 
tablished direotly with Moscow. For example, Dolores Ibarruri, known as 
"La Pasionaria’, and Vicente Uribe Galdgano went last October to Moscow 
to attend the festivities of the anniversary of the October revolution} 
on their return, they went through Prasue and Bulgeria. Most of the 
members of the Spanish Commumist Party Central Committee who had been 
living in Mexico wenttp Moscow before returning to France. The most 
recent example is Leandro Cerro Hernaez, deputy to the Cortes and Minis-

7. On 22 May 1943, it was decided to dissolve the Comintern. The repre= 
sentatives of the various Commmnist Parties of Europe gave "official 
proof" by their signatures to the pact of dissolution that their re 
spective orgenizations no longer took orders from Uoscow. Below is 
a list of the non-Russian signatories of this pact of dissolution, which 
may be of some historical interest:
